Panama, Dec. 24.— Rumors of rev- 
olutionary movements in Pera have 
been rife here for some time past, and 
it is known that on the second inst. a 
meeting was held in Fort Santa Cata- 
lina, outside of Lima, and that an ef- 
fort was made in behalf of ex-Director 
Pirolta. The movement was sup- 
pressed, but at a cost of forty lives. 
As matters stand in Peru it is not un- 
likely that similar risings will occur 
at short intervals, the cenditions be- 
ing entirely favorable. The extreme 
destitation prevailing throughout the 
Republic is largely responsible for 
the unsettled state of affairs.

Fair proclamation has been signed by 
the President. 

The parchment in the usual diple- 
matic form was carried to the Presi- 
dent shortly after mid-day by S. A. 
Brown, Chief Clerk of the State De- 
partment, who is the functionary 
through which these little formalities 
are carried on. The President was in 
his office talking with Secretary Proc- 
tor on the Indian question. The Sec- 
retary of War, Private Secretary Hal- 
ford and Brown formed a little group 
around the President as he looked the 
paper over, and then, taking up a pen 
from the desk, he affixed bis signature 
just as the cleck indicated 1:30. The 
President, after making his signature, 
handed the pen to Halford with the 
suggestion that perhaps F. W. Peck of 
Chicago might desire it as a memento, 
and directed that it be mailed to Mr. 
Peck. 

The following is the proclamation : 
** Whereas, satisfactory proof has been 
presented that provision has been 
made for adequate grounds and build- 
ings for the uses of the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition, and that a sum of 
not less than $10,000,000, to be used 
and expended for the purposes of such 
exposition, has been provided in ac- 
cordance with the conditions and re-

THE CATTLE INDUSTRY. 


Madly Crippled, But Coming te

It is 
fitted with all the modern machinery 
for the manufactore of sash, doors and 
blinds, and a box factory on an exten- 
sive ecale. The machinery is driven 
by water, with a Leffel wheel of 140 
horse power, which aleo runs the dy- 
namo of the electric plant tat lighte 
the factory and buildings, and which 
is intended in due time to light the 
town. At present aix arc and ten in- 
cadescent lights are used ip the fac- 
tory, which during the Summer runs 
day and night, It then furnisbes em 
ployment for about sixty men, but at 
present, running only by day, em- 

loys about thirty men. All the shav- 
ngs from the factery are conveyed 
through conduits of lrou by means of 
a Sturtevant biower to the dryer, 
which is distant 250 feet from the main 
builving, and is in size 24x46 fret. 
The lamber sheds near by are 24x100 
feet, and 26 feet in heighth. From one 
t » two million feet of lumber is usually 
on hand.
